NEW  DEPARTMENT 

The  Victor  E.  Speas  Foundation  has 
given  $25,000  to  Avila  College  to  sup- 
port development  of  an  Allied  Health 
Department,  according  to  G.  Richard 
Scott,  Faculty  Dean. 

The  new  Allied  Health  Department, 
to  be  headed  by  Virginia  Johnston, 
chairman  of  the  Medical  Technology 
Program,  will  serve  as  an  umbrella  to 
coordinate  the  various  health  care 
courses  already  being  offered  at  Avila 
(Medical  Technology,  Medical  Re- 
cords Administration,  Radiologic 
Technology,  Health  Care  Administra- 
tion and  Medical  Office  Management 
programs). 

In  addition,  with  the  new  Depart- 
ment, Avila  would  be  able  to  accept 
transfer  students  who  hold  Associate 
degrees  in  medical  technical  special- 
ties from  area  community  colleges 
with  out  requiring  repetition  of 
course  work. 

Finally,  the  Allied  Health  Depart- 
ment would  provide  the  community 
with  continuing  education  services  for 
area  health  personnel.

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1974-75  FISCAL  REPORT  ENCOURAGING 


EXPENDITURES 


Contrary  to  gloomy  predictions  for  their  future,  American  private  colleges 
are  continuing  to  grow.  Avila  is  no  exception.  Fiscal  year  1974-75,  audited  by 
Zielinski  and  Wolff,  certified  public  accountants,  was  a healthy  one,  as  shown 
in  the  pie  charts  above.  Total  revenue  for  last  year  was  $2,774,118. 

As  evidenced  by  the  charts,  scholarship  income  is  lagging  behind  outgo. 
Excluding  federal  programs,  Avila  spent  $130,826  on  student  aid,  while  it  took 
in  only  $26,100  designated  for  scholarships,  an  amount  generated  mainly  by  the 
President’s  Scholarship  Club  (370  members)  and  the  Scholarship  Sponsors 
Endowment  Fund.  Both  groups  are  actively  increasing  membership  in  an  effort 
to  provide  more  support  for  the  college  financial  aid  program.
